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Introduction 


There is a vast nuniber ofdocumcnis of Aurangzeb^s reign 
in the Central Records Oflice, Hydcrabad-Deccan, formerly 
known as Daftcr-i-Diwani-wa-Mal. Out of this collection 
only i68 documents liavc been selected for the present publica- 
tion. 


Two volumes bearing on the Mughal period, i.c., 'Selected 
Documents ofShah Jahan’s Rcign^, and ‘Selected JVagai of the 
Deccan’ have already been published, and this is the third vol- 
ume of the series. For compiling this volume thousands of 
papers have been explored and after a thorough study and 
deciphering they have been transcribed and selected. 

In order to increase the utility of the publication, the Per- 
sian text of the documents has been summarised in English, and 
regnal years given in the documents have been converted into 
Hijra and Christian eras. Question marks have been placed 
where the correctness of the reading was doubtful or where the 
text had suffered from the ravages of climate or insects. Acces- 
sion numbers have been inserted on the lop of each paper. 
Some blocks have also been attached to give an idea of the text 
of these documents. 


The nature of documents presented in the volume is men- 
tioned below 
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Rao Amar Singh Ghandravat was enjoined to lead the 
vanguard at the head of three thousand horsemen^ under the 
command of Sarbuland Khan.

Extract ofthe^zJ^aAc Huzur stating that Path Jang Khan 
submitted a petition that Sivaji’s forts situated in the sea could 
be captured by blockading the supply which reached these forts 
through the intermediary of the European traders and by giving 
valuable presents to the commandants of these forts. There- 
upon Imperial orders were issued that a separate petition should 
be put up with regard to the presents to be given to the com- 
mandants while the guards of the forts should be persuaded to 
give up resistance. 

Orders were issued to Sayyid Murtaza intimating that 
some pomegranates were despatched to the prince (Muazzam) 
but were waylaid by thieves. In view of the mal-administra- 
tion of the territory between Gadag and Lakman where the 
theft took place, Sayyid Murtaza was appointed as the Faujdar 
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of this locality and was enjoined to restore law and order and 
bring the culprits to book. Muhammad Yaqub and Mir 
Momin were appointed as bailiffs. 


It would be interesting to note here certain points regard- 
ing the Siaq (art of notation) for this volume contains documents 
which 'bear various endorsements made by higher authorities 
and departmental officials.

11. Measurements, days of the week, Hindi, Fasli, and 
Hijri months, Turkish year etc. 

Two charts elucidating the endorsements are attached 
herewith. In one there are the endorsements of the Heads of 
departments and in the other there are the Nishani (marks) 
made by the Mutasaddis of the departments concerned. The 
endorsements of the high officials generally are on the top of the 
document while the JVishani (marks) made by the clerks are on 
the back of the document. In these charts, the two have been 
distinguished from each other.

{Siaq-nama of Munshi Anand Ram, Central Records Office, Ms. No. 858, 
fol. 20. Irvine, The Army of the Indian Mughals, p. 42.) 
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Some papers bear the seal called ^Adam TabdiV (the seal 
which cannot be altered). Usually it was placed at the top of 
the paper and served as a safeguard against forgery and mal- 
practice. Its use was subject to the following conditions and 
procedure: — 

1. If the office of the Mustaufi sends for any paper from a 
branch office for final scrutiny and audits the officers concerned 
were to be responsible to get the paper scaled and signed by 
Amils, Chaudliris, Qanungiis, Fotadars, Daroghas, Amins and 
Taliwildars of factories. 

2. If any fraud was found or any word of the text was 
struck off, it should be amended and then the seal of Adam- 
Tabdil should be affixed. It means that no alteration would be 
allowed afterwards in the document. 

3. The amended paper was entered in the Sty aha Huztir 
and the Waqai and a fair copy thereof was made. 

4. Then the paper was compared with the list of the file 
and entered in the Siyaha Amdani and kept ready for despatch 
to the office of the Mustaufi, 

5. If there was any mistake in accounts, it should be cor- 
rected. If there was any slip of pen or any mistake in the totals 
or any discrepancy found in paybills or any irregularities occur- 
red in receipt and expenditure, these should be corrected and 
the word Sad (correct) should be endorsed by the officer con- 
cerned. 

6. It is to be noted here that these corrections and 
amendments should be made by a responsible man of ex- 
perience. 

7. The papers in which alterations have been made should 
be submitted to th&Diwan for confirmation.

The Daily News - Report of the Udgir Fort 

The Krori received instructions from Anianat Khan that the 
entire estate of Ehtcmam Khan should be taken under the 
direct management of the Kliassa-i-Sharifa; but as the Krori was 
not allowed access to the town to take over control^ he enforced 
the orders in the pargana administration only, until tlic arrival 
of the new Qiladar. 

A cover despatched to Ehtemam Khan, prior to his demise, 
by his Wakil at the Imperial court, was received which con- 
tained the news that the Emperor was proceeding to Lahore, 
on the 7th Jamadi I.

An endorsed memorandum' regarding the despatches sent 
by Sohrab Khan^ the Qiladar of the Udgir fort. The des- 
patches report: 

(1) The countryside was destroyed owing to the contin- 
uous fighting between the Imperial armies and the Marathas 
during the last two years. The villagers having fled away in 
different directions, it was difficult to secure any supplies. 

(2) The Maratha army under the command of Sivaji 
appeared near the Udgir fort. A skirmish took place and 
Sivaji with his army retreated towards Nilanga. 

(3) Sivaji sent a message to the Qiladar demanding 
Chauth from him. In default he threatened to laywaste the 
country. The bankers, who had taken refuge in Nilanga, were 
stripped of their wealth and belongings. 

(4) Fath Jang Khan, who was appointed to bring rein- 
forcement, had reached Nanded on his way to Udgir. 

(5) It was brought to the notice of Shafi Khan, the Diwan 

of the Deccan to send provisions immediately. In this connec- 
tion the Subadar • issued necessary orders which still await 
implementation. 

(6) The Qiladar complains about the non-payment of 
the salaries of the garrison for the last six months. 
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(7) He states that the part-payment of the salaries sanc- 
tioned by the Diwan has not yet been implemented. 

The Qiladar further states that he had recruited more men 
in the garrison than the quota fixed by the authorities and yet 
he did not find himself in a position to protect the country from 
the depredation of the Maratha army. He wonders how such 
a state of affairs could continue ? 

(8) The demand for the supplies and the repairs of the 
fort was forwarded some time back which needs immediate 
sanction. It is further requested that four hundred musketeers 
should be despatched to Udgir by way of reinforcement to 
quell the disturbances in the neighbourhood.
